DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 4-9, 1 1 and 22-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The most relevant reference, the Adatia reference, fails to disclose 
sending a second order to buy or sell a second tradeable object from the first electronic 
exchange to the second electronic exchange in response to detecting the condition, where: 

a. the second tradeable object is different from the first tradeable object, and 

b. tradeable objects matched at the first exchange are different than tradeable 
objects matched at the second exchange. 

Updated searches revealed no references that disclosed the claimed invention, nor were 
any secondary references identified which could be reasonable combined with Adatia. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
